REPORT OF THE COUNCIL. 

X. he favourable state of the Society, which was reported by 
the Council to its last Annual Meeting, has continued to the 
present date, with a fair promise of increasing prosperity 
and usefulness. The Society now consists of one hundred 
and seventy Fellows ; its finances, though small, are unen- 
cumbered ; one volume of the Journal has been completed, 
and a second is in progress; and its Monthly Meetings 
have brought forward many valuable Contributions and 
elicited many useful suggestions for further investigation. 
The Council continue of opinion that Meetings held once a 
fortnight would greatly tend to promote the interests of 
the Society ; and as soon as two hundred Fellows are en- 
rolled they propose to give effect to this arrangement. The 
augmentation of the library of the Society is an object which 
the Council have much at heart, and to which their special 
attention will be given ; and they renew their invitation to 
the friends of the Society to aid them by voluntary contri- 
butions of books. 

In the Regulations of the Society, as they at present stand, 
no limitation is imposed on the period during which the 
Officers of the Society may be recommended by the Council 
for re-election. As, however, it is the general, though not 
the universal practice of learned and scientific Societies to 
require a biennial change of these Officers, the Council has 
not considered itself at liberty to decline the spontaneous 
offer of Sir Charles Malcolm to resign the Chair, and at the 
same time to propose a change of Vice-Presidents. 
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
